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MOTIVATIONS 


What  motivates  people  to  become  involved  in  the  organizational  end  of  a  hobby? 

A  very  rare  few  are  motivated  solely  by  their  love  of  the  hobby.  Others  are 
motivated  by  commercial  interest  which  may  be  advanced  by  their  participation. 

Still  others  are  gratified  by  the  status  they  achieve  wit n  their  peers.  In  many 
cases,  it  is  a  combination  of  these  factors.  In  all  cases,  however,  there  are 
two  key  considerations.  The  first  is  the  amount  of  time  that  each  person  has  avail¬ 
able.  The  second  is  the  amount  of  that  time  that  each  person  is  willing  to  devote 
to  the  hobby.  While  an  exact  evaluation  is  impose' ble,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume 
that  the  second  question’s  answer  will  be  at  least  in  some  proportion  to  how  well 
that  person's  motivations  are  being  gratified. 

Of  late,  the  gratification  seems  to  have  waned  on  ail  fronts  and  the  motivation 
has  followed.  Advertising  has  dropped  off  because  very  few  people  are  buying  any¬ 
thing.  Even  the  club's  Statue  of  Liberty  bar  has  suffered  from  dismal  sales.  Granted, 
the  issue  price  was  higher  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  custom  reverse  die  (a  die  which 
will  be  used  for  all  future  IASAC  issues),  but  the  failure  of  the  membership  to 
support  this  more  fully  is  indicative  of  the  doldrums  that  seem  to  have  struck. 

As  predicted,  three  of  our  founding  officers  have  indicated  that  they  will  not 
serve  another  term  in  office.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  four  members  have  filed 
candidacies  for  Trustee  and  there  will  be  an  election.  While  I  applaud  the  interest 
of  these  gentlemen,  it  is  necessary  to  point  out  that  the  "working  positions," 
with  some  shuffling,  are  in  the  same  weary  hands  which  have  brought  the  club  to 
this  point.  Along  these  lines,  you  should  know  that  your  Silver  Bugle  is  two  months 
late  because  until  now,  I  had  not  received  enough  input  to  make  an  issue.  You 
should  know  that  the  number  of  hours  involved  just  in  word  processing,  laying 
out  and  mailing  out  the  200+  copies  of  each  issue  seriously  strains  my  "available 
time."  Without  the  assistance  from  others  in  providing  information  and  columns, 
it’s  impossible  to  get  an  issue  out  on  time...  or  at  all.

The  new  art  bar  catalogue  will  be  available 
at  the  convention,  as  will  the  convention  round  and  its  theme,  the  White  Bengal 
Tiger.  We  hope  you  will  attend  if  possible  and  that  you  will  order  the  convention 
round.  Let's  make  it  more  of  a  success  than  the  Statue  of  Liberty  bar  and  let's 
make  the  convention  a  springboard  for  our  future.
